CHICAGO TP— President Eisen­ 
hower said today the integrity of 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion, whose reputation was “ injur­ 
ed by a few faithless men.” has 
been restored. 
“ The American people can have 
real 
confidence 
in the agency 
(FUA) and its operations,” Mr 
Eisenhower said in a message to 
the 41st annual convention of the 
Mortgage Bankers Association of 
America. 
The President’s 
expression of 
confidence was believed to be his 
first direct comment on the FUA 
since the agency came under in­ 
vestigation by the Senate Banking 
committee for mortgage irregular­ 
ities and ‘‘windfall” profit taking

tion. unfortunately, has been in­ 
jured by our exposure of the past 
misdoings of a few faithless m en.”

justice all cases of demonstrable 
fraud, of correcting 
deficiencies 
disclosed by our investigations and 
placing the FHA program in the 
hands of incorruptible men,” Mr. 
Eisenhower wrote. 
“ The integrity of the FHA has 
been restored,” the President con 
United. 
“ We recognize the great 
contributions which the agency has 
made in the past years, and we 
are determined to develop it into

stronger and 
better organiza­ 
tion.” 
“ Thus the American people can
